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HEALTH OF THE ARMY. 

The annual report of the Surgeon General of the Army, 
soon to be issued, is a most encouraging one. During 
the year the health of the Army has been excellent. 
All the rates that are usually considered by statisticians 
as throwing light on the physical condition of a com- 
munity have been lower than in any previous year of the 
recorded history ¢f our Army. But to determine the ab- 
solute condition of a community as to health it must be 


compared, not © with the other people under 
other conditions, but with itself under the 
most favorable conditions. Its proper standard 


of comparison is, therefore, its own best annual record. 
That progress is being made in eliminating insanitary 
conditions or other causes which tend to affect injurious- 
ly the health of our troops is shown by the fact that dur- 
ing the past year the sick rates have been lowered so 
much that they henceforth become the standard of com- 
parison for future years. 

The admission rate to sick report numbered 1,110.22 
per thousand of strength, as compared with 1,089.73 in 
1894, the lowest previous rate, and with 1,329.94, the 
uverage annual rate for the years of the preceding de- 
cade. The average number of days each man was treat- 
ed was 11.1, as compared with 11.6 and 11.7, respective- 
ly, for the previous year and the average of the pre- 
vious decade. The admission rate for disease was only 
837.53, as compared with 845.52 in 1894, while the rate 
for injury was 272.69, as compared with 244.21. It is 
thus seen that but for a slight excess of injuries the ad- 
mission rate would, like all the other rates, have been 
lower during the year than ever before. 

The number constantly sick was 33.89 per thousand of 
strength, as compared with 34.49 during 1894 and 41.87 
as the average annual rate of the preceding ten years. 
The number of days lost on account of sickness by each 
man of the Army was 12.4, as compared with 12.6 in 
1894 and 15.3 during the preceding ten years. As dis- 
abling factors the general and local infections were gs 
usual the most prominent, causing 11 of the total of 33.89 
of nonefliciency or constant sickness, while injuries 
caused a disability equal to 8.46 per thousand. The rate 
of discharge for disability per thousand of strength was 
9.15, as compared with 13.30 in 1894, and with 23.77 an- 
nually in the preceding ten years. The discharge rate 
op account of disease was 6.81; on account of injury, 
2.34. The mortality rate from all causes was 5.16 per 
thousand of strength as compared with 6.69 in 1894; 
7.85 for the preceding decade, and 6.33 in 1889, the year 
of lowest record. 

The total number of men examined for enlistment was 
17,645, of whom 8,643 were accepted, or 489.83 of every 
thousand examined. The ratio of accepted men was 
higher among the colored men than among the whites. 
Of every thousand men examined, 183.80 were rejected 
on account of imperfect physique, over or under height, 
weight, ete.; 59.67 for diseases of the eye and 52.08 for 
those of the circulatory system; 2.49 on account of being 
overage and 14.39 for being minors; 9.80 for illiteracy 
and 6.28 for imperfect knowledge of the English lan- 
guage. Of every thousand accepted recruits 727.18 were 
natives of the United States—659.38 whites and 67.80 
negro. In 1894 the ratio of native-burn recruits was 
679.99, and in 18938, 665.95. Of foreign nationalities 
Germany and Ireland furnished the largest proportion- 
ate numbers, 88.97 and 75.44 per thousand recruits. This 
is the first time that these ratios have fallen below 90. 
England contributed 22.79, Canada 16.31, Sweden 13.42, 
Austria 9.60, and Denmark 9.02. 

There were in the service at the close of the last fiscal 
year 707 men, a net loss of 21. Of these 106 were hos- 
pital stewards, 94 acting hospital stewards, and 507 pri- 
vates, the quota under existing regulations being 741. 
The loss to the Corps by the provisions of G. O. 80, series 
1890, which grant a furlough of three months to close a 
three years’ enlistment, was equivalent to 23 men con- 
stantly absent from the strength. The appropriation bill 
aubeve cited provides that no appointment to the grade of 
hospital steward shail be made until the number of such 
non-commissioned officers in service is reduced below 100. 
As there are now 106 in the Corps it is not likely that an 
examination for appointment to this grade will be held 
for some time to come. Examinations for the position 
of acting hospital steward were held in November, 1895, 
and May, 1896. The successful candidates, numbering 
31 out of 48 recommended for examination, have been 
detailed to duty in their new positions. Application for 
permission to enlist in the Corps was made by 178 per- 
sons, 67 of whom were accepted, while the remainder 
were rejected or failed to present themselves for exami- 
nation. 

Since the close of the fiscal year favorable action has 
been taken on the recommendation that the issue and 
use of a full-dress uniform for the men of the Hospital 
Corps be discontinued. The change will be of benefit to 
the men otherwise than by relieving them of an unneces- 
sary uniform, for by drawing the value of the discon- 
tinued articles in white cotton duck clothing they will 
have a sufficient allowance for ward service, which has 
not hitherto been the case. 

The new litter, model of 1895, is now being issued to 
military posts. A new edition of the drill regulations of 
the Hospital Corps was necessitated by the adoption of 
this hand litter. Special instruction in the duties of 
litter bearers and in the method of rendering first aid to 
the sick and wounded is now given to all enlisted men 
of the Army by their company officers, in accordance with 
G. O. 9, H. Q. A., March 138, 1896. 


During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1896, 21 artifi- 
cial legs were furnished, and commutation was paid in 
101 cases of amputated leg, in 69 of amputated arm, and 
13 of amputated foot. Commutation was paid also in 
2,402 cases in which the use of a limb was lost. The 
money expended was $135,518.16, 





THE SAVAGE GUN. 


There was a lively discussion on Wednesday last before 
Gov. Morton, in the Executive Chamber, at Albany, on 
the subject of the Savage gun. Ex-Secretary Benj. F. 
Tracy and David Welch, of New York City, appea for 
the Winchester company, and President Bennett and 
Col. Addis, the company’s general agent, were also pres- 
ent. Senator Joseph Mullin, of Watertown, and the com- 
mission’s secretary, Henry E. Abell, of Brooklyn, were 
present to answer any inguiries in behalf of the commis- 
sion’s work. Edwin H. Risley, of Utica, treasurer, rep- 
resented the Savage Arms Company. t 

Gen. Tracy objected to the limitation of choice to an 
American gun and said further that the Savage gun was 
an untried experiment, no nation had ever adopted it, no 
ordnance officer ever selected it, and the members of the 
commission which chose it in t instance were certain- 
ly not experts in the matter of small arms. Gen. Tracy 
asserted that, so far as he and the world knew, Mr. Bliss, 
Mr. Shaw, president of the commission, and Prof. Thurs- 
ton, of Cornell, members of the commission, never had 
any experience entitling them to be considered judges of 
guns. 

In 1893 the Savage gun had been condemned, the 
speaker said, as unfit for use in the Army. It broke 
down during the tests made by an Army commission. 
The system upon which it was designed had been de- 
clared unfit for the manufacture of an effective gun for 
the Army. The facts as to the tests made by the New 
York commission had proved in no aug particular that 
the Savage gun was superior to the Winchester. What- 
ever facts and figures were at stake it was inferior. In 
one particular, alternate or trick-firing, it had been de- 
clared to be superior, but the Winchester had tied it, 
as the records would show .In other tests the records of the 
trials would show the superiority of the Winchester gun. 
This was true, as every range from _ 100 to 1,000 yards. 
As to accuracy and rapidity the Winchester made a 
greater number of hits and fired 119 per cent. faster 
than the Savage gun. This was the ultimate test of an 
arm for purposes of war. Gen. Tracy averred that 
in the test by the State commission the Savage gun broke 
down as a magazine gun, the same as it had on other oc- 
casions. 

In reply to Mr. Risley, treasurer of the Savage com- 
pany, referred to the diversity of opinion existing as to 
which was the best modern gun, and showed how the 
Krag-Jorgensen gun, before its adoption by the United 
States, had never been adopted by any other army or na- 
tion. Because the Savage gun had never been adopted 
by any nation need not, therefore, be held against it. 

wo governments, France and England, had repudiated 
the Clip system for loading, upon which it based the 
rapid work of the Winchester. 

Mr. Risley denied that the Savage gun had broken 
down at the test. his was not so. It had become 
slightly disarranged, but not broken. Gen. Tracy, Mr. 
Risley said, had made a statement to the effect that it 
was impossible for a-man using the Savage gun to ascer- 
tain in the dark whether or not it was loaded. This, he 
asserted, was applicable to both guns. He would ac- 
knowledge that the Winchester gun had won on the test 
on accuracy of shooting, but that was due to the fact 
that while the Winchester was operated by the best 
marksman on the continent, the Savage gun was oper- 
ated all the while by Savage himself, who was afflicted 
with defective eyesight. 

Gen. Tracy did not charge corruption, but said that if 
Mr. Bliss was incapable of that he was capable of friend- 
ship. Mr. Bliss was a great friend of Savage, and 
on that account and for some imaginary reason he had 
come to believe that the Savage gun was the best. There 
was a remarkable similarity between the requirements 
of the gun to be selected and the catalogue of the Sav- 
age Arms Company. The General then read extracts 
as to the eleven salient features to be required of the 
gun to be adopted, and in the catalogue of the Savage 
Arms Company, even as to grains of powder and con- 
struction of cartridges, he read similar statements in 
connection with the Savage gun. 

“What,” asked the General, ‘does such a similarity be- 
tween these points and the Savage gun catalogue mean? 
Is it merely a coincidence, or is there a suggestion of 
something else?” The General closed his remarks by 
looking directly at the Governor and saying: “The man 
who would qapsere this report under these circum- 
stances would be everlastingly condemned.” 

Referring to a statement made at the trial of the guns 
that the Winchester was liable to give Gen. Tracy said 
there was nothing to indicate the truth of this. There 
were two Winchester guns at the test and they had not 
become jammed. On the other hand, there was evi- 
dence that the Savage gun, while being tested in Mr. 
Bliss’ office, had exploded. In conclusion, Gen. Tracy 
explained more in detail why the mechanism of the Sav- 
age gun made it unsafe for Army use. 

Bethel Burton, of Brooklyn, followed Gen. Tracy and 
referred to the fact that while the law required a gun 
of American invention, the Patent Office records showed 
that in 1869 and 1892, when Savage applied for patents, 
he was recorded as a citizen of Great Britain. e also 
referred to the disabling of the Savage gun on the tests. 

John H. Blake, of New York, for the Blake gun, in- 
Govend all that Gen. Tracy had said. He also filed a 

rief. 

Mr. Risley presented various affidavits in proof of the 
claim that the Savage gun was of American invention 
and manufacture. 

We are glad to see that the Winchester Arms Co., as 
represented by Gen. Tracy, have toned down their claims 
of corruption. The discussion should be confined to the 
question as to which is the best gun. As we showed last 
week, the board adopting the Savage gun have given 
their reasons for favoring it. If they are not sound they 
should be answered, but to get gun inventors and manu- 
factures, or even gunboards, to agree is something beyond 
the wisdom of even Gov. Morton. We have had a board to 
select an arm for the Army, another to select one for 
the Navy, and now a third to select one for the New 
York National Guard. They have not agreed even as to 
caliber. To assign their differences of opinion to corrup- 
tion or undue influence is to beg the question. 








There exist at the present time a large number of Navy 
promotions awaiting the orders of the President, many 
of which are of long standing. Among officers who have 
been examined and are eligible for promotion are Capt.

Kline, John P. McGuinness, Charles S. Stanworth, Rob- 
ert IL. Russell, Armistead Rust. George R. Evans, Ed- 
ward W. Eberle and Charles M. McCormick. One of 
the gags of the music halls is the objection one of the 
characters makes to be elected President, because he 
would have to spend so much time fishing.

Everywhere he was 
received as became the dignity of his position. In Lon- 
don he was a part of the time the official guest of Am- 
bassador Bayard, and while in France he was treated 
with great cordiality and attention by the Minister of 
Marine, who supplied him with every facility for making 
investigations into French methods of naval construction. 





Word has been received at the War Department that 
the Fort Leavenworth board has concluded the final ex- 
amination of candidates from ranks for commissions as 
2d Lieutenants, and will forward its record of ae 
ings during the coming week. There is a possibility that 
one or two of the successful candidates may be provided 
for in the infantry, but there is absolutely no chance in 
any of the other arms. As the record stands now there 
are 16 additionals in cavalry, 8 in artillery, 10 in infantry 
and 3 in engineers, with 19 vacancies on the limited re- 
tired list. ow that the President is back in Washington 
appointments to pending staff vacancies in the Army may 
soon be expected. Secretary Lamont has compiled a 
list of all Army patronage in this line at the disposal of 
the President until March 4 next and will have confer- 
ence with President Cleveland in a day or two. The 
list included three vacancies in the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment, two in the Commissary Department and one 
in the Pay Department, now pending and four more to 
occur by the retirement before the close of the adminis- 
tration, two in Assistant Quartermaster’s Department, 
one in the Commissary and one in the Pay Department. 
The President also has two Assistant Paymasterships 
in the Navy, now at his disposal and another will occur 
Oct. 31, by the retirement of Paymr. H. T. Skelding. 
He also has appointment of Professor of Mathematics. 
Prof. Johnson now at Naval Academy will probably 
net b 4 appointment now that Lieut. Strauss has de- 
clined i 








Secretary Herbert will soon direct several important 
changes in the personnel of the Navy. Capt. Robley D. 
Evans, commanding the Indiana, is to be detached 
from that = and transferred to the Lighthouse Board, 
where he will succeed Capt. John R. Bartlett, whose 
term of shore service has expired. Capt. Bartlett is 
likely to be assigned to one of the big cruisers. Though 
not yet officially detailed, it is definitely settled that 
Capt. Francis A. k, now assistant chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, will be given the command of the new 
armored cruiser Brooklyn, and his successor in Wash- 
ington will be Comdr. F. W. Dickins, now commanding 
the training ship and naval station at Newport. The 
command of the Indiana, made vacant by the detach- 
ment of Capt. Evans, is likely to fall to Capt. Henry C. 
Taylor, president of the Naval War College, which of- 
fice, it is expected, will be assigned to Capt. Alfred 
T. Mahan, now on duty at the War College. Capt. Mer- 
rill Miller, of the Raleigh, is soon to be assigned to shore 
duty, and Capt. William Bainbridge Hoff is named as 
his probable successor. The detail of the Puritan, which 
is to go into commission November 1, as yet remains in- 
complete. It is considered reasonably sure that Capt. 
Colby M. Chester, of the receiving ship Richmond, will 
command her, though officials of the department who are 
in touch with the matter incline to the opinion that 
Capt. Robeson or Comdr. wag ER . an equally fair 
chance. The term of Admiral rdslee, commanding 
the Pacific Squadron, has expired, and rumor points t0 
either Commo. George Dewey, president of the Board 
of Inspection and Survey, or Commo. Joseph N. Miller, 
commandant of the Boston Navy Yard, as his successor. 
For the present Capt. Yates Stirling will remain in com- 
mand of the South Atlantic Squadron, the department 
aot Sans it necessary to detail a flag officer to this 
station.

within a short time. With nineteeen vacancies on the 
limited retired list, there will be no delay in making dis- 
ability retirement if recommended. It is also underst 
that the Secretary will promptly approve applications for 
retirement under the thirty-year service law, as it is 
seemingly his desire to make way for a few of the not 
commissioned officers who have passed the final board at 
Fort Leavenworth, if it is possible to do so. Maj. W. B. 
Kennedy, 4th Cav., has applied for retirement under 
the thirty-year law, to take effect Jan. 31. His applict 
tion has n approved by Gen. Miles, but the Secretary. 
it is understood, has withheld his approval in hope that 
ag Kennedy will change the condition impo so as 
to have his retirement take effect at once. 
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WHAT THE WAKk DEPARTMENT PROPOSES. 


It is not expected that the forthcoming report of the 
Secretary of War will indicate any change of policy, if 
for no other reason than because the short session. of 
Congress does not admit consideration of elaborate 
changes. The attention of Congress will be confined 
chiefly to the consideration of appropriation bills, and 
the policy of the administration being that of general 
entrenchment, it will confine itself to matters of im- 
mediate necessity and concern. 

The increase in the size of the standing army is a mat- 
ter for the most serious consideration. With the present 
force not over 17,000 enlisted men could be called into 
active service upon occasion, the rest of the authorized 
quota being necessary to guard government posts and 
supplies. The militia of the States, while in some cases 
admirably equipped and drilled, is not generally so, and 
it lacks particularly the greatest quality of military efli- 
ciency—discipline. 

Secretary Lamont continues to advocate the adoption 
of the three battalion formation. It is proposed that 
two companies be added to each of the twenty-five regi- 
ments, so that each shall consist of three battalions of 
four companies, and that two foot batteries be added to 
each of the five artillery regiments. No increase in the 
cavalry is proposed. Gen. Miles has had under com- 
pilation for some time much data looking to the im- 
provement of the Army in detail, which is being gotten 
into shape for the use of the Secretary in making his re- 
port. 

The policy of strengthening and extending the seacoast 
defenses will be continued. Much progress has been 
made during the present year in this direction, and ap- 
propriations will be asked for prosecuting the work and 
the adoption of the most modern ordnance. The Secre- 
tary has just returned to Washington from a trip of in- 
spection along the lower Delaware River, in company 
with Gen. Craighill, Chief of Engineers of the War 
Department, for the purpose of examining the sites se- 
lected for the placing of new batteries and works that 
will command the approach to Philadelphia. A few 
weeks ago he made a similar trip down the Potomac, to 
investigate the progress of the construction of modern 
defense for the national capital. From other sections 
of the country data on the subject has been collected 
which will find a place in the report. The appropria- 
tions for coast defenses last Congress were greater than 
for many years, but the plans of the Board of Ordnance 
and Fortification which contemplate as great if not a 
larger estimate for the coming year, meet the unreserved 
approval of the Secretary, who will dwell upon the im- 
entrenchment, it will confine itself to matters of im- 
portance of these matters in his report to Congress. 

The recommendation for a new department building 
designed for the preservation of records, which was made 
last year, appeals with increased potency now. The 
present State, War and Navy Building at Washington, 
large and well appointed as it is, is crowded and out- 
grown, and adequate provision for storing records and 
hooks will soon have to be made. 

Among other recommendations, more detailed inspection 
and stricter discipline at military schools and the ques- 
tion of compulsory retirements in the Army after thirty 
years’ service will probably receive attention in the Sec- 
retary’s report. _ 


When the slate of changes in stations of light batteries 
is finally made up it is probable that all ten of the bat- 
will be involved. When Secretary Lamont ex- 
empted the light batteries from immediate change, it 
was with a view to getting the recommendations of 
Gen. Miles in regard to the new stations for the three 
light batteries now at Fort Riley. Through a _ typo- 
graphical error in the “Journal” last week we were 
made to say that the light batteries included in the pre- 
vious order will remain at their present stations until 
Oct. 3. We intended to state that the prospective move- 
ments of these batteries would not take place before Oct. 
sl. There is no certainty that the changes authorized 
by the original order will take place in the manner there 
directed. In fact it is almost certain that a complete re- 
assignment of all the light batteries will be made and 
until Gen. Miles, who is due at Fort Riley on Oct. 16, 
makes his recommendations from there it cannot be 
Stated with any degree of definiteness what the new 
stations of any of them will be. ;

The introduction into the service of the improved maga- 
zine carbine has necessitated some improvement over 
the old carbine boot worn by cavalrymen. It is expected 
that the boot will be shortly discarded and a new scab- 
bard will be adopted, made of thick harness leather, 
thoroughly protecting the carbine to the small of the 
stock and permitting easy insertion or withdrawal. It 
can be suspended from either side of the saddle and when 
in position,-with the cavalryman mounted, the small part 
of the seabbard passes under the hollow of the leg, just 
helow the knee, and thus is securely held in position, 
without the annoyance and fatigue engendered by the 
old carbine boot. The cavalry service has from time to 
time experimented with various forms of this scabbard, 
aud it has always found favor in hard service. The 
cavalryman, on dismounting for any purpose, can at once 
remove the carbine from the scabbard, so that when sepa- 
rated from his mount he will still be fully equipped for 
ihy emergency.

England, Germany and France are all bidding for the 
favor of the Czar, who must be as happy just now as a 
much courted young lady. His royal relatives in Eng- 
land have been doing their best to give him a good time, 
and no doubt they cheerfully supplied him with a 
plentiful stock of good advice and moral precepts to 
carry home with him, all of which will if put in prac- 
tice redound to the glory of the British Empire.

5, Emperor William conferred upon the Czar the rank 
of Admiral of the German fleet, and he telegraphed to 
Kiel to Adml. Hoffman, Naval Secretary of State: “I 
have appointed His Majesty the Emperor Nicholas II. 
Admirai a la suite of my Navy. May my Navy perceive 
in this new honor evidence of my satisfaction and a 
stimulus to fresh efforts. Signal this message at once to 
the fleet and fire a salute of twenty-one guns with Rus- 
sian flags at the masthead.—William, IR.” — ‘ 

The Parisians have been almost hysterical in their ex- 
hibition of hospitality. Writing from Paris, Oct. 6, the 
correspondent of the New York “Sun” says: “The 
memory of man has nothing with which to compare the 
welcome which France has given to-day to her ally, the 
Emperor of Russia. One is forced at the outset to refer 


to it in terms of paradox. Its gayety was 
grim, its ardor was fierce, its hospitality was 
menacing. 1 have no hesitation in saying that as a@ 


spectacle it eclipsed anything the world has seen. In 
mere immensity of numbers it rivalled the great English 
demonstration at the marriage of the Duke of York three 
years ago, and that certainly was the greatest assem- 
blage of human beings in eer In artistic and bar- 
baric splendor it outshone all the magnificence of the 
Moscow coronation four months ago. [or its frenzy of 
humor, excitement, and emotion there is no standard of 
measurement. hen the language of comparison is 
thus exhausted, how can I hope to convey an adequate 
idea of the spectacle which 4,000,000, per -_ ,000,000, 
people have witnessed to-day. Those millions, whose 
mighty voice roars in my ears as I write, are themselves 
the most wondrous feature of this wonderful day. Hu- 
manity in Paris to-day is no longer estimated in num- 
bers. It ebbs and flows in tides and mighty currents. It 
moves majestically in great rivers between high banks, 
and it ripples and murmurs in vast lakes. Through these 
seas of human beings the Emperor and Empress of Rus- 
= have been piloted safely and without untoward inci- 
dent.” 

The London “Chronicle’s” Paris correspondent says: 
“Republican Paris seems suddenly to have resolved to 
have a king or an emperor of her own. Cyrsarism is in 
the air. To-day’s ovation stepped out of the bounds of 
patriotism. The French republic has left the paths of 
austere democracy and has asked for prestige from an 
autocrat, while there were monarchs with constitutions 
around her. These are not words of blame, but of grave 
augury.” It is singular that the French should have 
failed in the department where they were supposed to be 
strongest. A performance at the opera terminated ab- 
ruptly in the middle of the ballet, owing to the illness of 
the Czar, which, it is said, was occasioned by the bad 
cooking at the Elysée Palace. 











“MORAL INFLUENCES IN WAR.” 


(From the United Service Gazette.) 


An excellent example of what discipline can accom- 
plish is afforded by Napoleon’s passage of the Land- 
grafenberg on the night of Oct. 13, 1806. The French 
army was at Jena, which is dominated by a very steep 
rocky height called the Landgrafenberg. The Prussian 
and Saxon armies were on the plain beyond. They be- 
lieved that the only route by which Napoleon could 
reach them was the Weimar road, which passes through

the Muhlthal, a long and difficult defile which they had 
strongly guarded. The Blector of Saxon been 
compelled by the King of Prussia to join him arms, 
but the Prussians were detested by the Saxon people, 
and so it was that, exasperated by the flames which 
were devouring the town, a Saxon priest offered to 
show the Emperor a way over the Landgrafenberg. This 
he did, a narrow pathway, but from the top the great 
Captain noticed that half way down the other side 
there was a sort of rocky plateau or p 4 capable of 
holding a considerable y of troops if closely packed, 
and this he determined to use as a citadel, from which 
in the morning to attack the Prussians. Ordering up 

Pioneer tools from his Engineering Park, he set 
his troops to work—one battalion at a time for an hour 
—ito enlarge and improve the road. Each battalion, on 
being relieved, was to move on in the dark in perfect 
sileace and take up its position on the plateau. The 
work was carried on all night by the light of torches 
which were unnoticed by the enemy owing to the flames 
of the burning town, and so it happened that by day- 
break there were 40,000 men massed on the Landgrafen- 
berg. So closely were they packed that the chest of 
every soldier touched the back of the man in front of 
him, and so perfect was their discipline that the men 
stood, each in his ence, all night without sleep or rest, 
and without the slightest sound, for all this was car- 
ried on within half cannon range—about 600 yards—of 
the Prussian camp. At daybreak under cover of a fa- 
vorable fog, | were able to debouche from the ledge 
and form in order of battle on the plain beyond, with 
out the knowledge of the enemy. The result was a well 
deserved victory for the French. 

A curious example of the moral effect of artillery is 
to be found in the history of the battle of Dresden. 
On the second day of the battle it poured torrents of 
rain, and toward evening a division of cuirassiers under 
Gen. Bourdesoulle drew up before a strong division of 
Austrian infantry in square. Bourdesoulle summoned 
the Austrians to surrender, as their flintlocks being 
soaked with rain they were unable to fire a shot. The 
Austrian General demurred, observing that as the 
French horses were up to their hocks in mud, and could 
not move out of a walk, he was more than a match for 
them with the bayonet. “I will destroy you with my 
artillery,” said the Frenchman. “You haven’t got any,” 
replied the Austrian; “they are all stuck in the mud.” 
“If I show you guns behind my leading regiment will 
you surrender?” demanded Bourdesoulle. “Certainly,” 
replied the other—“if you can.” The French General 
then advanced with no little difficulty a battery of six 
guns to within 30 paces of the square, and the Austrian 
division laid down their arms. An instance of the 
moral support afforded infantry by the enterprise of 
their own artillery will be found in the study of the bat- 
tle of Koeniggraetz in 1866. 

At Mars-la-Tour six Prussian squadrons charged the 
French artillery in action, rode through the batteries, 
and then rode over a line of infantry, but their loss was 
exceedingly heavy, and the more so as the survivors 
after the charge were overwhelmed by the French cav- 
alry. Roughly the losses of the Prussians in this charge 
were 64 per cent. of the officers and 83 per cent. of the 
rank and file. But if cavalry attacks in front were, and 
are still demoralizing to infantry, much greater is their 
effect when delivered on the flanks or in rear; and 
against their own arm cavalry has always endeavored 
to assail these points. There is a common saying that 
in cavalry actions one man in rear is equal to ten in 
front. The great difficulty, howeger, has always been 
that bodies of cavalry attempting .o gain the flank and 
rear-of an enemy in so doing expose their own flank and 
rear. It is for this reason that flank attacks by large 
Lary ~ of cavalry have seldom succeeded against a well 
ed foe.

A correspondent of the “Java-Bode” publishes some 
details eqneermnng the manner in which Gen. Moulin 
met his death while trying to cross a morass near the 
seat of war in Atjeh, accompanied by his mounted staff. 
The General, it seems, fell a victim to his mistaken ap- 
prehension of a command which he was endeavoring to 
carry out. The object in view was to obtain the friend- 
ly kampong of Lampoeoek, but the high road leading to 
it was cut off from the expedition by a morass. ile 
counsel was being taken Gen. Moulin mounted his horse 
and pointing across the marshy ground, said: “Gentle- 
men, our way lies before us.” At the end, however, of 
the first 150 yards the party were obliged to dismount, 
and soon found themselves thigh-deep in mud. It was 
deemed advisable to attempt a retreat, but Gen. Mon- 
lin’s only reply was to struggle forward, until ‘his 
strength deserted him, and he lost consciousness. Such 
help as could be rendered under the circumstances was 
immediately at hand, but one fainting fit was followed 
by another, and shortly after the high road was reached 
he breathed his last,

RULES FOR PRACTICAL EXER- 
CISES. 

There being two squadrons, one will, in exercises, be 
designated the Blue, the other, the enemy, the Brown, the 
latter wearing the brown fatigue clothes when so di- 
rected, 

The designated commander will carry out the directions 
given at the time for any particular exercise, communi- 
cating such details or instructions to his subordinates as 
may be necessary, and after the exercises make to the 
commanding oflicer a concise statement of his operations. 
In war a written report and map or position of troops, 
with casualties is required. 

Umpires will be designated to accompany troops, who 
will make a similar report. In their decisions they will 
be governed by rules governing required formation, and 
before any exercise will report to the commanding offi- 
cer for additional information covering the exercise. They 
will wear around hat a white handkerchief, will not 
show themselves, so as to reveal presence of troops seek- 
ing concealment, and the senior will, when conditions 
have been fulfilled, cause to be sounded or signal, halt, 
cease firing, or commence firing to renew action, said 
calls being obeyed by both sides. The recall, sounded 
by regimental commander, will indicate a return to camp 
or termination of exercise. Signals to be preferred to 
calls in the presence of an enemy. 

The senior officer will preferably be chosen as umpires, 
leaving the work of practice to juniors. The position is 
one requiring a knowledge of military conditions, if not 
known from experience in battle, should be carefully 
studied, from books, the following of which details will 
not lead to errors. 

Advantage will be taken of cover and concealment, 
such as terrain allows, and needless exposure of men to 
tire will be valid grounds against a movement. When ex- 
posure is necessary a rapid passage in best formation 
will be made. 

The rules for dismounted action, as given in Drill Reg- 
ulations, will be carried out, care being taken to hold a 
mounted force in reserve. Front attacks will be avoided 
and tlank ones sought. <A delivered tlank attack or one 
while in the act 0! changing front, and not completed, 
will be in with those getting on the flanks. Cavalry at- 
tacked while forming or awaiting a shock are defeated. 
The latter was done by a supposed intelligent officer dur- 
ing the late war with disastrous results. In the attack 
or defense of a defile, the turning of which would be 
done when possible, will not be done in the exercises, as 
the principles of attack, etc., are to be taught. The 
manner of parking a wagon train being convoyed should 
be carried out. 

When blank cartridges are used, it will be indicated 
at the time, as well as number of rounds. A most careful 
inspection will be made at such times to see that no ball 
cartridges are with the men. Firings will be had only 
for cause and when an object is*seen, and under control, 
and never within 100 yards, and the same limit will be 
fixed for charges or assaults, and under no circumstances 
personal contact be allowed.

Germany is fast turning out its older generals from the 
army, thirty-two having been forced to retire within a 
year. The average age of a brigade commander is fifty- 
three years to fifty-seven in the French army, where the 
average of all ranks is higher than in the German. No 
German brigadier is more than fifty-six, while thirty 
French brigadiers are over sixty-one. German cavalry 


colonels average forty-eight years and four months, only 
seven being over fifty-two, while the French officers in 
the same branch average fifty-two years and five months, 
fifty-three colonels being over fifty-two. 
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We have before referred to the fact that the Spanish 
Government is preparing an immense bill of damages 
against the U. S. Government on account of the numer- 
ous filibustering expeditions sent to Cuba. A report of 
300 pages, written for the Spanish Legation by ‘ts at- 
torney gives details of the alleged filibustering cases, 
and proceeds to quote all the proclamations of neutrality 
issued by United States Presidents from. Washington 
to Cleveland, as well as the laws for the observance of 
neutrality, and the charges to juries during the rebellions 
in Canada in 1838, in Cuba in 1855, in the Itata case in 
the Chilian War, and also the Wiborg case recently de- 
cided in the U. 8. Supreme Court. ‘The report then 
goes on the review the Geneva award, and shows that 
the United States are, geographically, more favorably 
situated than England for the suppression of filibuster- 
ing. The Commodore case is next analyzed, and it is 
observed that no notice was taken of the reports dem- 
onstrating the special adaptability of the boat for war 
purposes. The report asserts that from the very begin- 
ning of the Cuban insurrection the base of supplies for 
war material has been the United States, and it con- 
cludes by citing President Cleyeland’s proclamation of 
June 12, showing distinct recognition of the existence of 
an armed insurrection in Cuba, and also America’s in- 
ternational obligations toward “esi 





The Servian authorities decided some time ago to 
arm the Servian infantry with a magazine rifle, and 
the king has signed an order to carry out the re-arma- 
ment of his troops with as little delay as possible. 








Speaking -of the achievements of the brave Nansén in 
search of the North Pole, the “Army and Navy Ga. 
zette” says: ‘No man who knows the long story of Arctic 
and Antarctic journeyings—who remembers the deeds 
of the early explorers, of men like Davis, Frobisher, 
Hudson and Baffin, of Willoughby, Borough, Pet, Ra- 
rents and the brave Dutchmen who braved the perils 
of the Northeast Passage, who knows the achievements 
of Franklin, Ross, Parry and their companions, and of 
the men who have voyaged toward the Southern. Pole— 
will remain unmoved by the success of Nansen. The 
moment seems opportune, indeed, for the British soci- 
eties to move in the matter of further exploration. The 
North Pole, at length, seems almost within reach, though 
brave men inured to hardship and danger will be need- 
ed to reach it. It is, perhaps, in Antarctic regions that 
still greater things await the intrepid explorer. The ex- 
pedition of Ross along the edge of the southern ice in 
1893, but touched the fringe of the problem, and a vast 
field lies yet unexplored. The Belgian expedition, 
which is but upon a small scale, has been deferred for 
a year, but we hope that ere long a well equipped party 
will be sent out to attempt the solution of the scientific 
problems that call for, solution in the Antarctic, and to 
rival the deeds of Nansen, by extending the field of hu- 
man knowledge in regard to the unknown regions that 
surround the Southern Pole. 


The “Army and Navy Gazette” says: “The present 
commander of the U. S. Army has taken up the subject 
of physical training, and has issued orders for its exten- 
sion and systematic practice. It is somewhat surprising 
that so wideawake a nation as the American has not 
been more quick to employ athletics in furtherance of 
military efficiency. It is true that some forms of sport 
and exercise have long been popular in the United States, 
but there has not until now been any proper recognition 
of athletic exercises in the Army. Indeed, it is only 
within the last very few years that any attention has 
been paid to this subject, even at West Point, where 
candidates for commissions in the regular service are 
educated.” The same authority tells us that “military 
cycling is attracting increased attention. The utility of 
cycle corps is now admitted on all hands from the 
Commander-in-Chief downwards. Hence the advance 
which military cycling is making in France has a pecu- 
liar interest. A correspondent has given some interest- 
ing descriptions of the evolutions of the cyclist companies 
in the French maneuvers. He describes the silent drills 
which take place by day and in the dead of night, when 
the men, three deep, ride a folding cycle, which they 
can carry on their backs. It is evident that much is ex- 
pected from these evolutions, and an officer has been 
deputed to watch them and furnish a report. It is be- 
lieved that flying squadrons of infantry cyclists will 
prove of value for the support of cavalry. At any rate 
the development of the cycle seems to be a thing which 
it is desirable to watch.” 


A curious and searcely comprehensible episode has 
just occurred at Vichy, which illustrates the legendary 
character of some heroes and heroines. It is to be 
feared that La Mére Ibrahim must rank with some fa- 
mous imposters of history. She died at Vichy, and was 
buried with military honors, for she was described by 
the press as the well known and almost famous canti- 
niére of the 2d Zouaves, who had marched with the 
regiment in Mexico, the Crimea, Tunis and Tonquin, 
who had cheerfully attended to the needs of her sol- 
dier companions, and who bore the cross of valor for 
her fearless courage in Italy, where she was wounded. 
Her coffin was borne to its resting place by four non- 
eommissioned officers, and a Captain pronounced an ora- 
tion over her grave. Now it appears that La Mére Ibra- 
him, cantini@re of the 2d Zouaves, was a myth. Old 
soldiers whho have long served in the regiment in the 
campaigns alluded to declare that they knew her not. 
No cantiniére was wounded in Italy, save one Madame 
Trimarlau, called Madelon, at the affair of Borgo Sa- 
tello. It is not stated precisely how the 2d Zouaves 
came to accept this heroine, but it appears that, clad in 
her picturesque costume, she visited the depots of the 
ist and 4th Zouaves at Salon and then walked to Vichy, 
where she claimed comradeship with the 2d Zouaves. 
No one recognized her, but she presented papers which 
seemed authentic and, presently dying, was proclaimed 
throughout France as a heroine. It is to be feared that 
the 2d Zouaves will long he laughed at for their ex- 
traordinary degree of credulity. 





Adml. Colcomb in an article on the British Naval Ma- 
neuvers says: “It is impossible not to remember that 
while we write easily on what was done or left undone, 
we are speaking of real dangers, real anxieties, real 
nervous strain, not so very far removed from those’of 
actual war. Think of a cloud of cruisers rushing at 
their highest speed on a black night from Bantry to 
Milford. Imagine a great fleet pushing out of Milford 
in inky darkness, without lights, at high speed, expect- 
ing to meet a crowd of other ships, also without lights; 
bound te approach them and yet unjustified perhaps if 
some terrible catastrophe should ocenr. It is impos- 
sible to say what might not be expected in war from 
the men who do such things in peace as a mere experi- 
ment. I do not believe that the nerves of any naval 
officers except our own would stand it.”

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MILITARY INSTRUCTION IN SCHOOLS. 

As a result of his findings in his recent tour of inspec- 
tion of colleges in the East, Maj. J. P. Sanger, of the 
Inspector General’s Department, has made recommenda- 
tions to the Secretary of War regarding the detailing of 
Army officers as instructors in such institutions, which 
are likely to receive early attention. Among the cr‘ti- 
cisms of the present state of affairs are the surpris‘ng 
defects in the system of instruction, and the lack of 
harmony among the faculties of educational institutions 
which inelude a military course. Officers detailed by the 
War Department report great difficulty in perfecting the 
academie corps and inculcating the principles of warfare, 
on account of the opposition of instructors in other 
branches, who grudge the time given to military practice 
and training. 

It is recommended, consequently, that schools to which 
Army officers shall be assigned as instructors shall be 
classified into three heads, first, institutions conducted 
on a strictly military basis; second, all agricultural col- 
leges; third, all other institutions. An order of merit, 
like that of the Military Academy at West Point, is 
proposed to be determined by the inspectors and the re- 
ports of the military professors. When an Army officer 
is asked for by a school as an instructor, the idea is to 
have the War Department satisfy itself by thorough in- 
spection of the character of the school, and the unanimity 
of the faculty on the subject of military training. Un- 
less there is a manifest enthusiasm in the matter, and a 
likelihood that worthy results may be obtained, no officer 
will be detailed. 

As to organization at schools, it is recommended that 
the battalions have at least four companies, an adjutant 
and sergeant major. In large schools a quartermaster, 
quartermaster sergeant and band may be added. As 
far as practicable the administration of the battalion and 
companies must conform to the practice of the Army; 
cadet officers and non-commissioned officers should be 
hell responsible for discipline, instruction and the care 
of arms and accoutrements. It is suggested that mili- 
tary discipline be enforced at all times, not merely, as fre- 
quently now, at drill and recitations. A general consen- 
sus of opinion among college instructors is to the effect 
that the cadets who stand highly in the military courses 
are better drilled and equipped for other duties than 
those who lack the military training. 








FUTURE PLANS FOR THE NAVY. 


Secretary Herbert is now engaged in the collection of 
data for his annual report. There are many subjects 
which he will deal with, but the leading feature, we 
understand, will relate to an exhaustive plan which he 
has in contemplation for the creation of a naval reserve 
tv comprise such vessels as may not he needed for ac- 
tual eruising purposes. Before his departure for Eu- 
rope, the Secretary appointed a board, with Rear Adml. 
Ramsay as president, to assist him in the preparation of 
this plan. The members of the board have been work- 
ing individually upon the different branches of the sub- 
ject assigned to each. The Secretary will call the board 
together in a few days for the purpose of comparing 
hotes, and of drawing up a renort. While abroad the 
Secretary made a special study of the system in vogue 
in France and England, so that he has some views of 
his own to be used in conjunction with the recommenda- 
tions of the board. In connection with this naval re- 
serve plan, the Secretary will have something to say as 
to what should be the future policy in regard to fur- 
ther additions to the new Navy. He will probably not 
£0 so far as to fix a limit to the number of vessels that 
should comprise the American Navy. He will confine 
himself to simply pointing out in a general way the lines 
"pon which the work of building up the Navy should 
' continued. His observations abroad have not in any 


Way changed his views in favor of battleships and tor- 
pedo boats, and we learn from very good authority that 


he will in his forthcoming annual report, urge the au- 
thorization of at least two more battleships and a half 
a dozen or more torpedo boats. The Secretary believes 
that we have not yet reached a point where we can 
safely say that the American Navy is large enough for 
the full protection of our interests. 

In view of the Secretary’s wide experience in naval 
matters, and the important part he has played as chair- 
man of the House Naval Committee and as Secretary 
of the Navy, in the rehabilitation of the Navy, there is 
no man in public life whose opinion should carry greater 
weight with Congress than Mr. Herbert’s. Any policy 
that he may outline will be sure to receive very care- 
ful consideration at the hands of Congress, regardless 
of the political complexion of the two Houses. Wise 
politicians who have the interest of the Navy at heart 
regard it as very injudicious to formally outline an ex- 
pensive Navy ship-building programme, for fear of 
frightening the narrow-minded and parsimonious Con- 
gressmen. The report of the naval policy board some 
years ago which mapped out a ship-building programme 
contemplating a Navy of about one hundred vessels, to 
cost in the aggregate about $120,000,000, has frequently 
been referred to in the debates in Congress to demon- 
strate the supposed extravagant ideas of the Navy De- 
partment. Almost every time Judge Holman, the Watch 
Dog of the Treasury, arose to oppose an appropriation 
for new ships he quoted from this report to show what 
would happen if a stop was not put to the regular an- 
nual appropriations for the Navy. 

One of the first matters that engaged the attention of 
the Secretary of the Navy, after his return to his offi- 
cial duties at the Department on Oct. 5, was the con- 
sideration of the plans for the new torpedo boats. A 
lengthy hearing was given, at which the several bid- 
ders or their representatives were present, and the 
specifications being thoroughly discussed and the con- 
tingent details gone over, the Secretary decided to 
award the contracts in conformity with the recommend- 
ations of Assistant Secretary McAdoo and Chief Naval 
Constructor Hichborn, and Engineer-in-Chief Melville. 
This gave two 30-knot boats to the Bath (Me.) Iron 
Works, and one to the Union Iron Works, of San Fran- 
cisco. On Tuesday the subject was again taken up, and 
the rest of the awards disposed of, the Herreshoff Man- 
ufacturing Company receiving one 224% and two 20-knot 
boats; Wolff & Zwicker, of Portland, Ore., two 22%- 
knot boats, and the Columbia Iron Works, of Balti- 
more, and the Charles Hellman Ship & Engine Com- 
pany, of Philadelphia, one 20-knot boat each. 

The contracts were at once executed, and the con- 
struction of the boats will begin immediately. The 
Herreshoffs made a stiff fight for two or more of the 30- 
knot boats, but their bid was considered by the Secre- 
tary irregular, and, therefore, not to be considered. The 
elaborate plans of John H. Dialogue, of Camden, N. J., 
had been thrown out several days before, on account of 
their high figures. 


THE SIXTY-FIRST ARTICLE OF WAR. 

In a recent discussion in an Army paper upon the 
liability of officers of the Army to trial under the 61st 
Article of War for alleged dishonorable conduct in con- 
nection with the non-payment of private debts, it is main- 
tained that “under the modern construction of this ar- 
ticle a court martial is made also a legislative body to 
determine whether or not the conduct complained of is 
unbecoming an officer and a gentleman,” with no guide 
to control the arbitrary “discretion of the court in that 
determination.” 

Nearly one hundred years ago the Hon. Alexander 
Fraser Tytler, in his celebrated treatise on mil- 
itary laws, and the practice of courts martial, said: 
“There are offenses which admit of no precise definition, 
and yet which in the military profession, are of the most 
serious consequences, as weakening and subverting that 
principle of honor, on which the proper discipline of the 
Army must materially depend. Of these a court, which 
is in the highest sense a court of honor, are themselves 
appointed the sole judges, or rather the legislators. For 
it is in their breasts to define the crime as well as to 
award the punishment.” 

The principles stated in this quotation have prevaiied 
in the adjudication of cases tried under the 61st Article 
of War since the adoption by the Congress of the United 
States of our first set of articles of war. Moreover, these 
principles have been recognized by the highest court in 
the land, for in the case of Lamb vs. Whitney, 116 U. 
S., Rep. 183, the Supreme Court of the United States 
said: “Under every system of military law for the gov- 
ernment of either land and naval forces, the jurisdiction 
of courts martial extends to the trial and punishment 
for acts of military or naval officers which tend to bring 
disgrace and reproach upon the service of which they 
are members, whether those acts are done in the per- 


formance of military duties, or in a civil position, or in ~ 


private business.” 

Additional authorities might be quoted, but it is not 
considered necessary. Our Army officers are too well 
grounded in the principles of military law to be misled 
by the erroneous statements and gratuitous assumptions 
made in the discussion referred to. Some of the points 
raised in this discussion appear to us as having a striking 
resemblance to the points advanced in an unsuccessful 
brief on file in the Court of Claims. They evidently 
originated with some one who has the bias of person- 
al experience to prejudice him against well-settled prin- 
ciples of military administration.

THE CASE OF LIEUT. MAHONEY. 

Acting Secretary McAdoo on Saturday last approved 
the proceedings, findings and sentence of the general 
court martial in the case of Ist Lieut. James E. Ma- 
honey, U. S. M. C., stationed at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard. The charges preferred were scandalous conduct 
tending to the destruction of good morals, absence with- 
out leave and drunkenness, the specifications setting 
forth these. Lieut. Mahoney, who had succeeded Lieut. 
George P. Blow, U. 8S. N., as Judge Advocate at New 
York on the 4th of September, was on the 9th of last 
month so much under the influence of liquor as to be 
unable to hold court and to occasion his arrest and con- 
finement. The accused pleaded not guilty to the first 
charge and “guilty without intent” to the other two 
charges. The court found him guilty of the first and 
third charges, and not guilty of the second, and sen- 
tenced him “to lose one-half of his present pay for the 
period of one year, amounting to $1,050; to lose two 
numbers in his grade and to be publicly reprimanded by 
the Secretary of the Navy.” 

In recommending the approval of the sentence in 
spite of doubts as to its adequacy, the Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy says: “Believing, however, that it 
is inadvisable in cases where a substantial sentence is 
imposed by the court, that an officer suffering such sub- 
stantial punishment should, in addition thereto, be sub- 
jected to a reprimand, it is further recommended that no 
reprimand be administered except such as may be in- 
volved in the publication of the substunce of the com- 
ments herein contained with such additional remarks 
as the Department may see proper to add thereto in the 
general order promulgating the case. In conclusion, the 
attention of the Department is invited to the recom- 
mendation of clemency in this case, signed by six of the 
nine members of the court, based on the exemplary 
character borne by the accused in the Marine Corps, as 
testified to and shown by the reports of fitness from 
his commanding officers. Entertaining, as I do, grave 
doubts respecting the adequacy of the sentence imposed, 
I am unable to concur in this recommendation.” ' 

The Acting Secretary indorsed the record: “Approved 
as recommended by the Judge Advocate General, and 
the comments hereinbefore contained will be embodied 
in the general order promulgating the result of the 
trial.” 

The court consisted of Capt. Silas Casey, Comdr. 
Richard P. Leary, Comdr. Timothy A. Lyons, Lieut. 
John A. H. Nickels, Lieut. Hawley O. Rittenhouse, of 
the Navy, and Lieut. Col. McLane Tilton, Capt. Charles 
I. Williams and Capt. Erastus R. Robinson, of the Ma- 
rine Corps. The Judge Advocate was Ensign Thomas 
Washington, U. S. N., and the counsel for the defense 
Capt. Littleton W. T. Waller, U. S. M. C. 


Mrs. A. W. Roberts, in a communication to the New 
York “Sun,” tells the story of the journey made in 1885 
to Washington from near Port Hudson, La., by Maj. 
Gen. E. W. Ripley, M. C., late Colonel of the 21st Inf. 
and a veteran of the War of 1812. The journey occu- 
pied one month, and was in part over the Pontchartrain 
Railroad, which is described by Mrs. Roberts as “the 
only railroad in existence at that time in either hem- 
ispheres.” As to this Mrs. Roberts is mistaken. The 
Lake Pontchartrain Railroad, of which Gen. Joseph G. 
Swift, the first graduate of the Military Academy was 
engineer, preceded all others in the adoption of the T- 
rail, 1830-37, but it was not the first railroad. The 
Stockton & Darlington Railroad of England was built 
in 1825, and in 1829 adopted the steam locomotion As a 
means of traction. Nine railroads, beside the Lake 
Pontchartrain road, having an aggregate length of 585 
miles, were built or under construction in this country 
previous to 1831, and the first locomotive was brought 
into service here in November 2, 1830, upon the South 
Carolina Railway, between Charleston and Augusta. 
The use of railways in the shape of parallel lines of 
timber, used for drawing cars loaded with coal from 
the coal mines, were used in England very near the be- 
ginning of the seventeenth century, and a venturesome 
genius, Master Beaumont, had expended upon them pre- 
vious to 1649, a fortune of £30,000. Iron railways were 
first used in England some time during the last quarter 
of the eighteenth century, about 1776. In October, 
1820, Mr. Birkinshaw, of Bedlington Iron Works, Bng- 
land, obtained a patent for an improved railway, very 
similar in shape to the T-rail. 


The French military estimates for the year 1897 
amount to 692,434,807f. Gen. Billot has ,educed the 
gross sum to 627,042,000f. The budget of 1896 amount- 
ed to 633,757,006f. The effective upon which the new 
estimates are based is 28,260 officers and 548,599 men 
of the active army, 740 officers and 25,121 men of the 
gendarmerie, and 141,798 horses. There is an increase 
of thirty-seven officers, due chiefly to the number of 
generals added to the reserve list, of 8,476 men who are 
required to maintain the effective with the colors, and 
of 171 horses. The project of brigading the gendarmerie 
has been postponed. 24 


Drawings for the first 12-inch disappearing gun car- 
riage to be made in this country have been completed 
and approved by the Secretary of War, and the con- 
struction of the first of this size is to be begun imme- 
diately at the Watertown (Mass.) Arsenal. A’ large 
number of 10-inch carriages are contracted for, and are 
being rapidly delivered at fortifications.

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EFFECTS OF SHELLAC ON SHELBACKS. 


To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal:” 

Fifty-six years ago, T. Ap. Catesby. Shelbak, the sign- 
er of the communication which you respectfully refer 
to Capt. Evans, of the Indiana, enlisted on the North 
Carolina, 74, then receiving-ship, which had been an- 
chored off Governors Island, N. Y., since April, 1840. 
A fine strapping, hearty lad, he was of about twenty 
years—agile, handy and deserving. It was our honored 
custom, then, sir—now unhappily extinct—to flog new 
hands for a reasonable period after enlistment in order 
to accustom them to the service; but Shelback, however, 
got his two dozen on the very afternoon of his arrival, 
not on regular routine, but for knowing too much chem- 
istry. He was detected with two others in pouring wa- 
ter into the shellac bucket to precipitate the glue, in 
order that the supernatant turpentine might be imbibed. 
™n an altercation which followed, the others got the 
spirits, leaving Shelback only the shellac to masticate, 
which he did. Whether it was the action of the shellac 
or the subsequent titillation of the cat on his digestive 
eigans, Dr. Foltz was unable ever to tell, but that ex- 
cellent surgeon always declared that Shelback’s appe- 
tite became the most amazing known in the annals of 
the Navy. 

Eat, sir? why from that day forward, that man could 
not be filled up. Every paymaster with yhom he has 
since sailed has been hauled over the coals for short- 
age in stores. No ship with him aboard has ever had a 
slush fund. He is known to have devoured powder, belt 
polish, — varnish, tar oil, cylinder grease and lacquer 
for small arms. In the Congress, he ate the Ist Lieu- 
tenant's rubber boots, so that that officer could never 
get up to attend to the morning deck-washing. His de- 
light was to get into a bumboat and eat the contents. 
We used him in the Raritan in the Pacific to keep bum- 
boats clear of the ship. They left instantly when he 
began to come down the side. : 

He ate his equipments, sir. I know it; because my 
pay was charged with a belt, a thumbstall and a car- 
tridge box, “improperly expended’”’—which were not ex- 
pended, sir, except in his infernal “stommik.” In the 
Potomac he ate the Captain’s private sea stores, and as 
a result the entire steerage mess was reported to the 
Department for inefficiency and lack of zeal. In the 
States frigate up the Straits in ’59 a salute to the Queen 
of Spain went all ragged, because he ate the primers out 
ot the guns. 7 . 

His appetite is unimpaired by age. The Indiana peo- 
ple evidently don’t know him. Let the young officers of 
that ship inquire whether he has had access to the ward- 
room stores. If he has, what he says about the inade- 
quacy of the wardroom food is at once explained. He is 
at it again. He won’t eat coal or machinery or armor 
plate or silver “aperns”; but in the vicinity of anything 
else there should be a sentry over him. é y

MILITARY GYMNASTICS. 
Circular 6. Sept. 24, 1896. Dept. Mo. 


The Department Commander earnestly desires that, so 
far as practicable, a thorough course of military gym- 
nastics be instituted at posts in this Department during 
the four months ending March 31 next, and to insure uni- 
formity and interest in the work, he recommends the 
adoption where expedient of the following suggestions: 

Drills to be by company, at least 40 minutes in dura- 
tion and three times a week, superintended by a commis- 
sioned officer and attended by all enlisted men under 
forty years of age, except such as are of necessity ex- 
empted from drills and such as may be excused by the 
Surgeon for physical reasons, ‘ 

The absence of proper facilities for this work at many 
posts is appreciated by the Department Commander, but 
it is thought that by making the best of such facilities as 
do exist, post commanders may do much toward estab- 
lishing this important branch of military training on such 
a firm basis that the consequent recognition of its im- 
portance will secure in the near future the buildings and 
equipments needed for perfecting the drill. mae 

From the different conditions existing at posts it is 
impracticable to prescribe a course applicable to all, but 
in a general way it will be well to make the system pro- 
gressive, pass’ ig, say, from a course of light work with 
dumb bells, be * bells, running, ete., to the bars, vaulting, 
jumping, running equipped, and escalading. ret 

As a means of developing interest in this work it is rec- 
ommended that after the course has been well entered 
upon, field days be instituted and men and organiza- 
tions encouraged to compete in athletic contests. 

The “Manual of Calisthenics” published for use of the 
Army, “Koehler’s Manual,” “Army Physical Training, 
Headquarters Department of the Hast, April 5, 1895, 
should be consulted for details, and valuable information 
will also be obtained from a perusal of the following ex- 
tracts taken from various reports on this subject by 
Army officers and others, and inserted here by reason of 
their value as suggestions to those having the direction 
of gymnastic work. 

BREATHING. 

“The principles of abdominal breathing should. be 
taught the men, and they made to use it in the exercises, 
especially running. Much attention can be profitably paid 
to this part of a soldier’s physical education. The run at 
first should be of only two or three minutes’ duration 
and without any accoutrements. It can then be in- 
creased, say a half minute to a minute each day, until 
the men are able to run several miles with but little 
fatigue. As the men become proficient in running with- 
out accoutrements, the rifle should be given them and 
they made to carry it in every position which does not 
interfere with the run. After this the pack could be 
added, although the carrying of very heavy loads is not 
advised except at rare intervals. Encumbered with the 
rifle and pack the soldier should be taught to pass ob- 
stacles, such as leaping ditches, scaling fence and walls, 
and the methods for assisting one another in passing such 
obstacles.”” 

“COLD BATHS AFTER EXERCISE 
canhot be too strongly discouraged; tub baths, too, should 
not be recommended, they take too much time, and the 
number of men who can bathe at one time is necessarily 
limited. What is more, they do not answer the require- 
ments. A bath after exercising should not have a debili- 
tating effect. The drain on the system during the exer- 
cises is great enough, and what is wanted is a bath that 
at once frees the body from the impurities which the in- 
creased circulation has forced to the surface, and acts 
as a tonic and a stimulant. From my own personal ex- 
perience I know of but one bath that will do this; a bath 
that will ‘brace up,’ so to speak, a man even though he 
has exercised to excess. Such a hath is the sponge bath. 
This bath should be taken as follows: When the men 


eome from a gymnastic drill they should be taken to a 


suitable apartment, which is free from draughts and 


comfortably warm; each man should be supplied with an 
ordinary basin, a sponge and two towels; in this room 
there should be two large tubs of water, one filled with 
tepid, and the other with cooler water—the temperature 
of the latter being from 2 to 3 degrees colder than the 
temperature of the room, say, from 68 to 70 degrees. 
The men should strip quickly and wash the body with 
the tepid water from the shoulders down; from this by 
washing quickly with the cool water, and dry with an 
absorbent towel, following this with a coarse towel, rub- 
bing the body until the skin glows. The warm water 
loosens and washes off the impurities while the cool wa- 
ter acts as a tonic and exhilarant.” 


WILL POWER. 


“Dumb-bells of four pounds are recommended, as for 
the average soldier I consider that about the proper 
weight to attain the best results. The dumb-bells may 
be used with most of the movements laid down in Koeh- 
ler’s Manual. Any good manual of dumb-bell exercise 
which will bring into play all the muscles of the body 
could be used. 

The rifle can be substituted for the bar-bell in the 
ease of men of strong physique. However, the bar-bell 
drill is more useful for making the joints limber,the body 
supple and the muscles more pliable and active. For the 
development of real muscular strength the dumb-bell 
takes precedence. It would be comparatively easy to 
compile manuals of calisthenics, dumb-bell exercise and 
and bar-bell drill for the use of the Army, but this would 
be simply going over old ground, and the probability is 
that each individual instructor would prefer to go ahead. 
on his own lines, so long asthesameend would be reached. 
However, there is one point that I would forcibly im- 
press upon all new instructors in gymnastic work.Impress 
upon the men that they niust put their whole mind into 
the work, the muscles must feel the exertion and receive 
the full benefit of the toning and building-up process. 
This is the fundamental principle of all successful physi- 
eal training. Let the muscles be so used that the ex- 
ercise is felt. The drill must not be indifferent, every 
man must set his muscles and concentrate his will power 
in the work.” 

(This order also describes the method of escalading, 
which is taught at the Naval Academy, and gives a list 
of the events and the winners at the annual indoor meet- 
ing at West Point, March 23, 1895, and the field day 
events at West Point, June 11, 1895. It is accompanied 
by a table of physical measurements and tests of re- 
cruits arriving at and departing from Columbus Bar- 
racks, O., the average time at the department being 3% 
months. They show the following average gains: Weight, 
2.81 lbs.; chest ae .606 in.; chest inflated, 65 in.: 
upper arm, .44 inches; arm bent, muscles set, .61 inches: 
The number of times on the horizontal and parallel bars 
were nearly doubled. The length of the various jumps 
was increased from 11 to 14 per cent.)

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


One of the assistants in the printing office of the Army 
and Navy Journal accomplished a nautical feat some time 
ago that no officer of our Navy would have undertaken. 
By the simple misplacement of a line of type he sent the 
old Vermont to sea. Instead of exciting the admiration 
this exploit was entitled to, it was made the subject of 
profane hilarity among our naval readers. Still, we 
should have been glad to see the printer who was re- 
sponsible for this result going to sea himself.in the old 
hulk. It would add another to the “three wise men of 
Gotham,” and might have happily relieved us from the 
responsibility for such enterprise in future. Yet, our 
modern sailors go to sea in vessels that no self-respecting 
seaman of the olden time would have trusted himself in. 
When the monitor Miantonomah entered an English port 
many years ago, a British naval officer stood on a bluff, 
overlooking the harbor, watching the entrance of this 
nondescript craft. Meeting her Captain immediately: af- 
terwards, he said: “Did you cross the Atlantic in thar 
vessel? Well, I wouldn't.” 


Rear Admiral Bunce, commanding the North Atlantic 
Squadron, a few days ago approved the sentence of Chief 
Engr. Julien 8S. Ogden, U. S. N., who was tried by cowrt- 
martial on board the U. S. S. Montgomery, at Tompkins- 
ville, N. Y., September 28. The president of the court- 
martial was Capt. Arent S. Crowninshield, U. S. N., 
and the judge advocate Lieut. Rufus H. Lane, U. §. 
M.C. The accused was charged with drunkenness while 
on duty, of which charge he was found guilty by the 
court and sentenced to be suspended from duty for three 
months, on waiting orders pay, and to retain his present 
number in his grade until he has lost three files. This 
sentence was subsequently mitigated by the Secretary of 
the Navy allowing him to remain on duty, that his ship 
might not lose the services of so valuable a man. 


The Rudder states that the largest and most hand- 
somely appointed electric auxiliary yacht in the world 
was launched September 10 at Ayres’ shipyard at Ny- 
ack-on-the-Hudson, from designs by Charles D. Mosher, 
for John Jacob Astor. The dimensions are as follows: 
72 feet over all, 12 feet beam, and 4 feet draught. The 
hoat is fitted with twin screws. They are run by two 
electric motors of at least twenty-five horse-power. These, 
with the shafting and propellers, were in the yacht 
when she was launched, but the 480 cells that are kept 
to supply the electricity will be put in over at Rhine- 
cliffe, where Mr. Astor has his electric light plant, and 
where the batteries can be charged, it is said, for a 
twelve-hour continuous run. The cells, as well as the 
motors, are placed entirely below the floor, so as to 
leave the boat entirely unobstructed. The decks, plank- 
ing and exterior finish are of polished mahogany, except 
the gunwales, which are of quartered oak. There is also 
a low brass railing worked around the decks at each end, 
and all the other deck fittings are of polished bronze. 
The hull is of a peculiar form, having a channel way for 
each of the propellers so as to enable them to work in 
solid water. There will also be two Tobin bronze cen- 
terboards, which may be raised or lowered by electric 
winches from the promenade deck. The boat is also to 
be fitted with electric capstans; also a large air chamber 
connected with the air pumps to supply air for blowing 
oe whistles, which will consist of an elaborate set of 
chimes. 

Forward there is a cockpit, eleven feet long, fitted with 
seats and windows on either side, and with bent glass 
windows at the forward end. It is also fitted with steer- 
ing wheel and independent controllers for handling each 
of the propellers, spirit compass, binnacle, speaking tubes, 
and bell pulls. 

Tobin bronze seems to be coming into general use for 
such purposes as this. The El Heirie, the half-rater se- 
lected by the Seawanhaka Corinthian Yacht Club to de- 
fend the cup last summer, has a dagger board of one- 
quarter inch Tobin bronze. When this board is raised as 
far as it will go it still projects about five inches below 
the boat’s bottom, forming a regular keel nearly four 
feet long and five inches deep. This is caused by the 
pivot pin being placed six inches above the lower edge of 
the board. Th‘s also makes the board very nearly self- 


balancing. With the board down the boat draws five 
feet. 

Although the court of inquiry into the cause 
of the accident to the New York Dry Dock 
have, it is understood, held C. E. A. G. 
Menocal responsible, it is the opinion of 
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those who looked over the record in the case that the 
evidence does not justify the findings, and it is not be- 
lieved that the Secretary of the Navy will take any fur- 
ther action in the matter. Experts who were called in 
during the final sittings of the court, declared that the 
calculations made by Mr. Menocal were entirely correct 
and that he was justified in making the statement that it 
would be safe’ to remove the ballast from the caisson. 
The evidence further shows, we are told, that there was 
no observation of the dock for several hours between the 
time that the ballast was removed and when the acci- 
dent occurred. The friends of Mr. Menocal contend, 
therefore, that no one could tell just what happened dur- 
ing that period. It is argued that there may have been 
a leak in the caisson which was not properly attributable 
to the removal of the ballast. It is known that the 
Secretary has serious doubts as to the responsibility of 
Mr. Menocal, and we understand that it is his inten- 
tion to give him the benefit of this doubt by filing away 
the report of the court of inquiry without further action. 

Commander C. ». Sigsbee, U. 8S. N., hydrographer of 
the Bureau of Navigation, has just published a graphical 
method for navigation, being a chart and explanatory 
letter press for the graphical solution of spherical trian- 
gles, to find the true bearing of heavenly bodies, and 
solar problems involving the prime vertical and great 
cirele sailing. Comdr. Sigsbee has spent much time on 
the work, and has succeeded in introducing much shorter 
and more accurate methods than those hitherto followed 
in the solution of these problems. The work will prove 
of great value to navigators, astronomers and mathe- 
maticians.

REPORT OF THE JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


The annual report of Brig. Gen. G. Norman Lieber, J. 
A. Gen. of the Army, shows a gratifying decrease in 
the number of trials by G. C. M. from 1,728 in 1895 to 
1,486 in 1896. Seven officers and five cadets of the Mil- 
itary Academy were among those tried. It is certainly 
gratifying evidence of improvement in Army conditions 
to find court martial trials decreasing one-third, as they 
have in the four years, commencing with 1892, each year 
showing a falling off. In three years the convictions for 
desertion have been as follows: Year ending August 31, 
1894, 518; August 31, 1895, 255; August 31, 1896, 256. 
The average limit of confinement for this offense during 
1895-6 was 22,875 months. The number of trials by in- 
ferior courts martial for the year ending August 31, 1895, 
was 14,206, as against 13,556 for the year covered by this 
report, showing a decrease of 740 cases. 

Gen. Lieber renews his recommendation of last year 
for Congressional legislation. He also urges, very prop- 
erly, that the Judge Advocates should have an appro- 
priation for the purchase of law books. Accompanying 
Gen. Lieber’s report are those of the Judge Advocates 
of Depts. Lieut. Cols. Clous and Hunter, Majs. Groesbeck 
and Crowder; Uhaplains Sharpe, Glenn and Dodds, A. J. 
Advs. In calling attention to these, Gen. Lieber says: 

“The remarks of Lieut. Col. Clous with reference to 


the defects of the buildings used for the confinement of 
military prisoners are especially deserving of considera- 
tion.” Col. Clous, who had a large experience as a. com- 
yany commander before entering the Judge Advocate’s 

Jepartment, says on this subject: 

“shose who have made military punishments a study 
hold that experience proves that solitude is the best 
safest mode of increasing the severity of a necessari 
short punishment. In solitude the soldier has time a 
opportunity to chew the cud of reflection, while his lone- 
liness is the more oppressive, as society has become * pe 
cessity of civilized life. Several days passed in a dark 
cell, in solitude, and on bread and water diet, exercise, 
it is said, a startling effect on the mind and body of the 
most recalcitrant soldier. This mode of confinement has 
been found most efficacious agaimst those with whom the 
ordinary modes of punishment have failed. The cus- 
of March 20, 1895, authorize solitary confinement on 
bread and water, but this punishment is not resorted to 
by eourts because of the want of facilities for en- 
forcing it. In my opinion the guardhouses should be pro- 
vided with accommodations for confinement of different 
degrees of severity, and no guardhouse should be con- 
structed at any military post except upon plans approved 
bv those having in charge the maintenance of. discipline 
in the Army and the execution of military punishment. 
The military codes of all civilized nations, except that of 
the United States, authorize the infliction of disciplinary 
punishments—that is to say, punishments by the direct 
orders of a superior without the intervention of a court—- 
for minor offenses of a purely military character, This 
authority is based wpon the aeey of giving mijitary 
commanders the effective means of maintaining order 
and discipline without unnecessary delay and formality. 
In the Army of the United States the same necessity 
exists, but the award of punishment without trial is not 
authorized, except at the United States Military Acad- 
emy, where, by existing regulations of the President, the 
superintendent is empowered to inflict punishments with- 
out trial. This power has been exercised for more than 
three-quarters of a century, and experience has proved it 
to be one of the most efficacious methods for maintaining 
discipline of the highest order. In connection with this 
subject it will not be out of place to mention that para- 
graph 930 of the eae | Regulations enjoins the employ- 
ment of methods for the preservation of discipline other 
than by trial before a court.” 

Col. Hunter calls attention to the remarkably low_rate 
of desertion in the 10th Cav. and 25th Inf. Capt. 
Sharpe, D. C., offers similar testimony to the negro 
troops. He says: 

“Comparing the present with former years, it will be 
observed that the percentage of trials both by general 
and inferior courts is steadily diminishing. he econdi- 
tions of garrison life and field service and the strength 
of the command remain practically the same, yet it is 
gratifying to note that the number of trials of enlisted 
men by general courts martial has fallen from 252 in 
1894 and 179 in 1895 to but 129 in the year just closed. 
The most notable decrease occurred in the 24th Inf., 
which stood at 34 in 1894 and 1895, but has fallen during 
the past twelve months to 12. Trials by inferior courts 
numbered 2,102 in 1894 and 1,729 in 1895, as against 
15 for the present year. Very few cases of felony or 
other serious crimes have occurred, nearly all the of- 
fenses considered being mere misdemeanors or lapses of 
a purely military character. These figures suggest a most 
favorable state of discipline and morale.”

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


PROPOSED FORMATION FOR BATTLE. 


We give here a scheme for battle formation devised by 
Maj. Gen. George R. Snowden and Maj. Grow, of the 
Pennsylvania National Guard, and exemplified in the 
2d Inf., N. G. P., to the entire satisfaction of all officers 
present. The details are not worked out fully, but there 
is enough to show that from battalion front it may be 
used with ease and rapidity. It is also adapted to form 
to the front or to the rear, by fours about, in column of 
fours and to either flank by “companies’ column right 
(or left).” There is no intention of adopting the system 
as the State troops are waiting patiently and confident- 
ly for the revision of the Infantry Drill Regulations. 

These new regulations are as follows: 


General Rules.—Formations for attack by regiments 
to be made from line of companies in columns of fours. 

Troops in attack formations to be deployed in single 
rank instead of as “skirmishers.” All movements of 
the present skirmish line to be executed by troops in 
single rank by similar commands and means, 

The “normal” interval between men in single rank to 
be 15 inches (4% pace) or one rifle to about every yard 
of front. ‘The front of a company of forty-eight files in 
present close order formation being thirty-nine yards, 
the front of a platoon in single rank (guides in the line 
of file closers) would be about fifty yards, which would 
be the fighting front of the company and represents the 
unit of front immediately commanded by a commis- 
sioned officer, who becomes responsible for the control 
and direction of its fire. It also becomes the unit of 
front for the purpose of reinforcement. 

The battle formation of the company in battalion to 
consist of a firing line and a reserve. The firing line 
to consist of the first platoon in single rank, the reserve 
consisting of the second platoon, formed in column of 
fours, until it is needed to reinforce the firing line, when 
single rank is formed and the advance over interme- 
diate ground made as rapidly as possible. The formation 
to be taken by the reserve, however, to be modified by 
circumstances. : 

The reserve until need for reinforcement to remain as 
much as possible beyond the range of effective infantry 
fire. 

Volley fire, when used, to be conducted by platoons or 
sections, or correspondingly, if used after a unit of front 
has been reinforced by the whole or half of the troops 
forming such unit. 

The Regiment.—The brigade being formed in line, regi- 
ments side bv side in three lines, each battalion con- 
stituting one line, distances to be designated (say, 600 
yards). Intervals between regiments to be suflicient for 
the normal deployment of the firing line, viz., about for- 
ty-eight yards in the case of battalions of four com- 
panies of forty-eight files each. The fighting front of 
the regiment to be equal to the front of one of its bat- 
talions in close order plus the interval between regi- 
ments, viz., about 200 yards. Intervals between units of 
front three yards. 

The Colonel, having received orders, designates the 
objective and directs the Major of the first battalion to 
advance and form for action.The Major forms his bat- 
talion in line of companies in columns of fours, an- 
nounces the guide and commands: 1. “Form for action.” 
2. “On (such) company.” 3. ‘“I'o (so many) yards.” 4. 
“Extend intervals.” 5. “March.” Intervals are ex- 
tended to such an extent as to permit of the deployment 
of the firing line and on the completion of the move- 
ment’ the Major commands: 1. “Rear.” 2. “Platoons.” 
3. “Halt.” The Captains fall back to the rear platoons 
of their respective companies, and the leading platoons, 
to be used as the firing line, preceded by a few scouts 
(if the character of the ground indicates the advisa- 
bility of their employment), advance under command of 
the Ist Lieutenants, intervals being maintained as accu- 
rately as possible. When the leading platoons have ad- 
vanced from 300 to 500 yards, the rear platoons are put 
in march by command of the Major and are to be used 
subsequently as the battalion reserve. The Major takes 
his position between the two lines of columns and the 
battalion in this formation passes through the zone of 
artillery fire. When the leading platoons arrive within 
effective range of the hostile infantry fire the platoon 
commanders, upon the receipt of orders from the Major 
sent by orderlies, or upon their own responsibility, de- 
ploy their platoons in single rank by the command: 1. 
“In single rank.” 2. “Left (or right) front into line.” 
2. “Double time.” 4. “March.” The leading platoons 
thus deployed become the firing line, and the advance is 
made according to the methods prescribed for the pres- 
ent line of skirmishers, the Major of the first battalion 
at this stage being in direct command of the fighting 
front of the regiment and controlling its advance. 

The reserve will conform to the movements of the fir- 
ing line and will take such formation as the Major con- 
siders best adapted to securing every possible condition 
of cover afforded by the ground over which the advance 
eceurs. When reinforcing the firing line the reserve de- 
ploys in single rank in the manner already prescribed, 
and advances over the intermediate ground as rapidly as 
possible, each platoon reinforcing the platoon of the same 
company already on the firing line and occupying the 
same unit of front. Reinforcements fill in the gaps 
caused by losses in the firing line or occupy spaces be- 
hind intervals between files. When the platoons of a 
company are thus reunited the Captain takes command 
of that unit of front. The first line to be used only to 
earry out the frontal attack. : 

The battalion constituting the second line advances in 
line of companies in column of fours at such distance 
from the first line as the conditions of attack seem to in- 
dicate. It secures the flanks, and if required to rein- 
force the first line, the platoons of its companies are de- 
ployed in the same manner as already described, each 
company reinforcing the unit of front opposite to its 
original position in regiment, the senior officer present 
taking command of the fragments of the various pla- 
toons occupying this unit of front at the time he ar- 
rives on the line. Should both the leading and rear pla- 
toons of the companies of the second battalion be re- 
quired to reinforce the firing line, the senior Major of the 
two battalions in the firing line at this stage is in direct 
command of the fighting front of the regiment. 

The battalion constituting the third line forms part of 
the brigade reserve. It may be required to assist in flank 
attacks, and resist any flank attack attempted by the en- 
emy. It also supports the frontal attack, occupies the 
position gained or covers the retreat. 


Should there be a separate brigade reserve and the . 


battalion of the third line be required to reinforce the 
firing line the deployment is made as in the case of the 
first and second battalions. The original firing line of 
the regiment thus receives five reinforcements from its 
own ranks, the Colonel still retaining command of that 
portion of the fighting front of the brigade originally oc- 
eupied by the leading platoons of the companies of his 
first battalion. 


CALIFORNIA. 


Col. J. C. Currier, Division Inspector, National Guard 
of California, in his report of the annual inspection of 
the Guard, states that by the consolidation under G. O. 
17 and 18, dated Dec. 7 and 9, 1895, the organizations 
have been reduced to fifty-seven companies, consisting of 
one division, organized into three brigades, five regiments, 
four troops of cavalry, five divisions of the Naval Re- 
serve; total strength 4,229—a numerical reduction of 182 
men. In the attendance of the different bodies of the 
troops at the annual inspection and the average percent- 
age of merit, qualities considered are attendance at the 
annual muster, discipline, cleanliness, military bearing, 
drilling and the condition of arms and accoutrements. 
The Signal Corps made the best showing of all. Those of 
the 1st and 2d Brigades are given full points as perfect. 
Of the fifty-seven companies of the National Guard, Co. 
B, Capt. Dodge, of the 7th Regt., at San Diego, is com- 
posed of 103 men, of whom 101 were present at inspec- 
tion, and 4.80 was the average merit given. This com- 
pany is so far superior to all but one other in the South 
that the inspectors tried to find the reason. It is be- 
lieved that it is on account of the company of the regu- 
lar army being sfationed at San Diego. The guardsmen 
are greatly interested in military matters and mingle 
freely with the soldiers at the barracks, and thereby 
gain much instruction. The second best company in 
the Guard is Co. F, Capt. Wethern commanding, of the 
5th Inf., Oakland. The percentage is 4.75. Five differ- 
ent companies have the same percentage, but Co. F is 
given the higher rank. Next in order are Cos. F and K, 
Ist Regt., of San Francisco, Capt. Carrington believes 
that Capt. Cunnuingham’s men are a_ shade better than 
Capt. Miller’s but Col. Currier gives the benefit to Co. F. 
The other two companies with a percentage of 4.75 are 
Co. I, 7th Inf., Capt. Bangham, and Co. C, 2d Inf., 
Capt. Phillips. They are rated as exactly equal. The 
Nationals of San Francisco come next in order at a per- 
centage of 4.60 each. Both companies, C, commanded by 
Capt. Dumbrell, and G, commanded by Capt.. Sutliffe, 
are rated as exactly equal. Co. M, Capt. O'Neil, is also 
rated at 4.60 and classed as the ninth highest company 
in the National Guard. Next in rank comes seven com- 
panies at 4.50. These are the second gun division of the 
Naval Battalion; Troop C of the cavalry; Co. K, 7th Inf., 
Cadets, Ist Inf., Co. B, 1st Inf., Co. A, 2d Inf., and Co. 
H, 6th Inf. Of the commanding officers and staffs of 
the brigades Gen. Warfield received the highest per- 
centage, 4.75; Gen. Lask is next, with 4.50, and Gen. 
Muller last, with 4. Gen. Dimond and his staff received 
4.50. Lieut. Comdr. Turner and staff of the Naval Bat- 
talion, was given 4.75. The field staff and band of the 
1st, 5th and 7th Regiments ranked at 4.50 each; that of 
the 2d at 4.25 and that of the 6th at 4. The 2d Brigade 
leads the rest in percentage, owing te the high average 
of the 1st and 5th Regiments. The average of the Ist is 
4.28 and of the 5th 4.24. The 3d Battalion, Ist Inf., 
Maj. Tilden, leads ail the rest, as its four companies, C, 
I’, G, and K, are among the first eight of the entire 
guard. Their average is 4.70. The average of the 2 
Infantry is 4.05 and the 6th and 7th are equal with 4.03. 

The poorest company in the State is Co. A, 7th Inf., 
Capt. Baldwin, stationed at Los Angeles. Of fifty-one 
members there were 12 absent at inspection, and those 
present did not present a good appearance. The attend- 
ance of some companies was excellent, no less than 13 
having all their members present. These were Cos. 
and E, 7th Regt., Cadets, and Cos. D, G, I and K, Ist 
Regt.: Cos. C and F, 5th Regt.; Signal Corps, 3d Brig- 
ade; Cos. B and G, 2d Regt., and Co. C, 6th Regt. 

Troop C of Salinas has the highest percentage among 
the cavalry, 4.50. Troop B of Sacramento is second, with 
4.25. ‘Troop A of San Francisco, third, with 4 and Troop 
D of Los Angeles last, with 3.50. Of the Naval Bat- 
talion, the second division of San Francisco ranks first, 
with 4.50, with the fourth division, stationed at Santa 
Cruz and good second, with 4.25. 

The third and fifth divisions, located at San 
Diego and Eureka respectively, come next, with 4 each 
and the first division of San Francisco is last, with 3.50. 

The records show that the Ist Regiment of San Fran- 
cisco is a remarkably strong one. It has 991 men, in- 
cluding the cadet company. The 7th Regiment, composed 
of companies at Los Angeles, San Diego, Pomona, Santa 
T’aula, Redlands, Ventura, Pasadena, San Bernardino, 
Santa Ana and Riverside, twelve companies in all, has 
S06 men. The 5th Regiment of eight companies has 560 
men, the 2d and 6th of eight companies each have 535 
and 518 men respectively. There are 988 men in the Ist 
Brigade, 1,656 in the 2d, and 1,153 in the 3d. There 
are 417 men in the Naval Battalion and fifteen with the 
Division Commander and his staff. his makes a total 
of 4,229 men. Adding to this the Commander-in-Chief 
and staff, twenty-three in all, the grand total of the Na- 
tional Guard of California is 4,252.

Adjt. Gen. Geo. W. Knaebel, of New Mexico, reports 
under date of Sept. 23 that the battalion of cavalry by

PENNSYLVANIA. 


The National Guard editor of the Pittsburg “Dis- 
patch,” referring to some internal troubles in the 16th 
Regiment, Pennsylvania National Guard, says: “At last 
Col. Hulings, of the 16th Regiment, has been vindicated 
for the charges preferred by him against Maj. Bradley. 
After months of waiting, the reviewing authority has 
made known his decision, and following it came to Col. 
Hulings Bradley’s resignation. This resignation should 
have been in Col. Hulings’ possession at the opening 
of the Lewistown encampment; but he has it now, and 
the hue and ery of political persecution on his part will 
cease. Now that the matter has been settled in favor of 
the Colonel of the 16th Regiment, a few words as to the 
action of the Colonel in the matter will be in place. When 
the charges were filed the oil country papers charged that 
they were the outcome of political animosity. The senti- 
ment at Franklin during the trial bore out the statement, 
and the unfriendly feeling toward the Colonel of the 
16th clinched them. During the whole trouble the 
Colonel maintained a soldierly silence, and the other side 
did the talking. During the Lewistown encampment a 
“round robbin”’ was gotten up by the officers of Bradley's 
battalion, requesting his resignation, which was disap- 
proved by Col. Hulings, when informed of it. The best 
interest of the regiment has been served by Bradley’s ac- 
tion, and Adjt. Smiley is to be congratulated that the 
boycott has been lifted. The story current during the en- 
campment that when Col. Hulings’ term expired in Feb- 
ruary it would see the last of him in service was like 
many other camp stories, gotten up for effect. The offi- 
cers of the 16th Regiment have pledged their support 
to Col. Hulings, and he will be unanimously re-elected 
Commandant of the regiment. There is no other Colonel 
in the 2d Brigade more popular with the rank and file.”
